The tragedy of Captain Robert F.
Scott's Antarctic expedition was re-
ferred to today in the house of com-
monsg by Premier Asquith. Speaking
with evident emotion he said:
“Waea all at this moment are under
the deep Impression created by the
reading of the last message to the
world left by Captain Scott. It is
one of the most moving and pathetic
utterances in the annals of history,
the message of a brave and endur-
ing: man in the face of a most tragic
death, His career was one of self-
sacrifice. We can only say that his
appeal will not fall on deaf ears.”

A THRILLING PICTURE

Chicago, Feb, 11.—A thrilling ple-
ture of the manner in which Robert
F, Scott and his four companions
met death on the ice barrier close
to the earth's sgouthern extremity
was painted vividly by Captain Roald
Amundsen, discoverer of the south
pole, who was in Chicago today.

“It is hard to say just what hap-
pened,” said the Norwegian explorer,
“but we can imagine, perhaps, al-
though it is horrible. We know, of
course, that it happened about the
seventy-ninth parallel and that they
